Sets Declarer

VERAGF players don’t mind 
admitting that they still have 
something to learn about the 
technique of squeeze plays and 
other difficult coups, but if any one 
were to suggest that they were 
deficient in so simple a department 
of the game as mere trump draw- 
ing, they probably would be highly 
insulted. The fact remains, how- 
ever, that even in that department 
there is the opportunity for ex- 
pert play. Note today’s hand: 
South, dealer. 

Both sides vulnerable. 

Rubber bridge. 


East 
Pass 
Pass 


West opened the heart king and 
continued for two more rounds, de- 
clarer ruffing the third. The trump 
ace then was laid down, and al- 
though declarer immediately dis- 
covered that all four of the missing 
trumps were in East’s hand, he was 
not perturbed and went right 
ahead drawing trumps. He then 
led to the club ace, back to the 
king, and cashed the queen. He 
was thoroughly disgusted when the 
jack failed to.drop. With a grim 
expression on his face, a sort of 
“Well, this finesse has just got to 
work,” declarer tried the diamond 
finesse. But East, with no visible 
sign of sympathy, gobbled up the 
trick with the king and returned 
a diamond to dummy’s blank ace. 
The remaining heart in dummy had 
to be given to the defenders for 
the setting trick. 


Declarer called on his partner to 
witness that he had been the vic- 
tim of atrocious breaks, but North 
was no more inclined to sympathize 
than were the gleeful opponents. 
North pointed out, in no uncertain 
terms, that South had played the 
hand like a blacksmith, that vic- 
tory had been assured if South had 
only had the vision to realize it. 
Of course, North was: correct. 
After ruffing the third heart, it 
was all right for declarer to lay 
down one high trump from his 
own hand, but then he should 
have led to dummy’s trump jack 
and deliberately ruffed dummy’s 
fourth heart. Whether East chose 
to ruff would make no difference. 
In that event declarer would 
merely overruff and draw East’s 
last trump by leading to the queen. 
East probably would choose to 
discard on the fourth heart and, 
in that case, declarer would ruff 
low, cash his remaining trump hon- 
or, and then enter dummy with the 
club ace, to draw East’s last 
trump with the spade queen while 
he himself discarded a diamond. 
With this supremely simple line 
of play, declarer would have as- 
sured himself of two heart ruffs 
in his own hand, four spade tricks, 
one diamond, and three clubs, a 
total of ten tricks for his contract.

Easy to Make the Pin-On Way 


OW lovely that “impossible” 
H old sofa becomes when you put 

a bright new slip cover on it! 
And you can easily make, yourself, 
the smartest of slip covers. 
The exciting one in this picture 
is a rose and green print on ivory 
chintz. The seams are bound in 
dark green and the modish skirt 
has its pleats spaced at intervals. 
In making a cover the simple pin- 
on way, you start by smoothing the 
material down the inside-back and 
over the seat, a width to each sec- 
tion.

As you fit the fabric to the sofa, 
secure with pins every three inches, 
then trim each section as you fin- 
ish, leaving 1% inches for seams, 
In the same way cover arms, sides, 
back and cushions.
